The Kit 

The main pans of the kit arc presented in 
grey plastic. The engine interior and various 
other detail pans come in white metal. A 
length ol Unit U also provided i ■ .' with a 
abort section ol rod* 

The quality of the piratic part* is gnod. 
The plastic U fairly soft hut easy hi work. 
The detail on the wing mounted radiators is 
particularly impressive. The trading edges of 
the wing* arc also wdl defined and 
cirnimendahly thiruThiA is a limited mn kit 
and the modeller will need to deal with the 
illicit sprue gate* that are associated with 
ihis type of kb\f arc needs in he taken when 
removing ihe pahs fmm the sprues and .1 
sturdy modelling knife or cutlets are tit be 
renmimended. The plastic pans ire 
rclativeo; Hash free hut careful cleaning up is 
required. This is especially true of the 
smaller parts* 

The quality of the metal part* lit 
generally good and they look OK alter hemp 
cleaned up. Some ol the parts such as the 
anti personnel bomb* are not particularly 
mil defined and modellers may wish to 
rrplace these. 

Plastic strut material ts provided for the 
tnlcr-pUne siruts and front centre section 
struts. There u just enough ol this strut 
material provided to cut the struts rvquircd. 
This leaves no room for ennr nn the pan of 
the modeller The moierial used look* rather 
flimsy and I was unsure that it would hold 
the weight of the top wing. I replaced it with 
Gmlrail Strut* material 

The Instructions 

The instructions arr in the form ol a tingle, 
folded A4 sheet. The from section proclaims 
that a limited run of I ,SHJ of these kit* will 
be produced and irlls you how far down the 
production run yunr* It The second section 
contains a diagrammatic view of the pans. 
11m is also a Hm ol the colours to be used. 
Federal Standard numbers, Methucn 
references and Xlracolor painl numbers are 
provided. 

Tlte third section give* a comprehensive 



set of colouring note* (even going to the 
extern of describing the ctTccts of wear and 
tear on the aircraft in the field I. One ol two 
aircraft can be produced using the kit parts 
and detail as supplied and detailed 
colouring instructions for each arc given 
along wiih some infractions for applying 
the decals. The last section provides 

| pholograplu of each of Ihe completed 
models. lliere are no written instruction* as 
such, but as this kit is not aimed al the 
inexperienced modeller llus will prohahly 

I not be an issue. 

The bcu has a lairly comprehensive 
history of the aircraft printed on the back. 

Construction 

Construction started wiih the interior of the 
fuselage. The framing for the fuselage 
interior ls provided in white metal While 
this t* probably perfectly usable. I npicd to 
reconstruct the framing from plastic strip 
and details from the spares bat. 

There art Mr) plastic bulkheads provided 

! for Ihe front and rear ol the cockpit. These 
do not til ihe inside of the fuselage and I 
replaced them with structures cm from can. 
On reflection the bulkheads would probably 
have been hollow structures rather than a 
sulid block. This is particularly true of the 

i one tn front of the pilot - there sorms to be 
no room to osc Ihe rudder pedals when this 
iS insi ailed. 

T here is a sliding door in the bottom ot 
the (tMhgE U camera port?) but no 
cof responding opening in Ihe floor of the 
cockpit. 

The kit instructions recommend referring 
to Ihe Windsnck Dacalilc publication on ihe 
Halberstadt CLQ I Number 27). Ilowrver 
| there ore no picture* here that give a cine to 
| what these areas of the cockpit look like.so I 
) wcnl with what I had. 

The ioterior was airbrushcd to represent 
plywood. Whites of black and dark brown 
| oil paint were used to accentuate the detail 
- and the edges of Ihe cockpit framing were 
highlighted Willi dry brushing. The cockpit 
interior Is yen* vUihle on the finished model 
so go In town with the detailing here! 

The engine was also installed at this 
stage. Itou styles of rehaiui are provided If 
an airbrush is going to be used for the final 
finish I would advise that these are left off 
until final assembly to avoid » difficult 
mashing job TTie joint between the fuselage 
halves is noi bad but I ended op using a fair 
: amounlof filler. The dctailtn the lower 
fuselage will be removed during the clean- 
up of the joint and will need tn he replaced. 

The lowvr wings butt joint up to the 
fuselage, (treat care must be taken with the 
alignment here and Ihe assembly must be 
allowed to set well before pnuecding/The 
upper wtng comes m ihrre parU. This 
caused me a few problems. I ended up wilh a 
noticeable slep between Ihe centrr section 
and ihe outer wing panels and a few* filling 
and sanding scssioos were necessary. I found 
it difficult to preserve the fine rib detail on 
the wings whde cleaning up the joints, As 
luienge decals and rib tapes were usctl to 
cover the oulcr wings the effects of the 
sanding and ihe joints between the parts 
weir not loo obvious. References maintain 
that the ecnlrt section and upper fuselage 



and the fuselage sides were covered in a 
'srumbk' of a number n( colours possibly 
resulting from Ihe application of paint from 
a spray gun fit tin! wilh a splatter cap or 
perhaps using a sponge I represented this by- 
spraying acrylics in small patches over a 
brown under- coat using a splatter cap on rny 
airbrush but am not convinced that this 
really captures the effect particularly wc!L 
I oyengc camoulloge aod rib tapes were 
applied al this stage- < air needs to be taken 
in ihe area where the flnpHfl aod walkway 
art moulded into the top of the lower wing. 
Some may wish lo remove these and replace 
them with scratch built Hems afler Ihe 
decals are applied for a neater result, 

The rear gun and gun ring are in while 
metal. The barrel jacket docs nnt have the 
prominent perforations ot Ihr original. The 
liool gun is in plaslic and, while well 
moulded, there is little detail here. It in 
recommended thai rtched brass jackets arc 
acquired for these. 

The undercarriage is In white metal and 
while there are location points in the 

j fuselage these are not particularly positive 

| and the undenarriage is easy lo dislodge if 

! you arr curl ess. 

Etched brass uiolrol horns from an 
Eduard kit were used on the lail and 
lailplane. The model was rigged with 

I electrical wire rolled straight beneath a ruler 
ami allachcd wilh while glue. 

During the final assembly and rigging Ihe 
model has to be liandled extensively: I 
therefore protected the paint finish wilh a 
mat of Johnsons Clear and did nol apply Ihe 
fuselage transfers until right al the end of 
the assembly In avoid marking them while 
handling ihe model.

j Deals are provided lor Iwu aircraft: one of 
Schlosu 2611 and one of Schlasta IZ.The 
former sporis a spectacular looking red nose 
leading lo a stylised flame motif on Ihe mid 
fuselage. A decal is provided for the rear 
poilion of this, The modeller will need lo be 
careful to match up the colour of ihe from of 
ihe fuselage with the decal. I chase the latter 
option ■ nnle thai ihe fuselage bands arc 
I supposed to cover the lop and sides of the 
fuselage only**o don I panic when you find 
they don't go all the way around. 



The instruclioos sugge&i ihe use of blue 
or salmon pink Tib tapes. Contemporary 
photos suggest that the laptf wnr more 
commonly made of strips of lozenge fabric 
Photographs of the two airvraft in quest ion 
j are not really clear enough to show which 
| slioold be used so ihe jury is *:ill oot acre. 
■ The phoios of ihe models io ihr instructions 
'■ show topes on the vertical tail sorfaces. 
Again the available phoios arc not dear here 
but on refleclioo I should base left these off, 

Decals 

The decals are well printed, have dense 
colour and 111 in perlcct rcgiMcr. There was 
no need In decal setting solution {in 
fact Ihe instructions recommend that it is 
nol used). 

It was disappointing that no loxenjp 
1 decal was included In a kit ol this price. I 
; used AcmM&slcr five-colour luienge and rib 
lapes where applicable. although I 
understand that Hlue Mai produce their 
own lorengc decals. I find il ralher difficult 
to gel a neat finish around the curved wing 
lips, particularly on the thicker leading 
rdges. To disguise any gaps when Ihe decals 
were trimmed* I painled the edges ol the 
wings in random patches uf the colours 
used in the upper surface loienge before ihe 
decob Wit applied. 

Decab are also sopphed for the cockpit 
instruments and the wing mourned compass.

The instructions comprise a basic black and 
white exploded assembly diagram {which, on 
its own, is a little vague), a set of written 
assembly and detail painting instructions 
and three pages of black and white colour 
scheme diagrams. Though the colour scheme 
diagrams are very good* the instructions as a 
whole would be improved by the inclusion of 
some detail diagrams. i.e.cockpil 
irutrumentKontrol layout, navigation and 
landing light placement, etc. 

Construction 

Initial stages of assembly require the fitting 
of the cockpit and engine before fuselage 
halves. The sidcwall detail will repay careful 
accentual ion. The seats are a little rough and 
do no: match each other: with wort they can 
be filed to shape, although final appearance 



would be improved by replacing them with 
| after-market items. Smaller details* i.e. 

throttle controls* radios etc. will need to be

Decals

This is a solid kit that, with careful

construction and finishing The level of detail 
is adequate but there is plenty of scope for 
super detailers in that large, highly visible 
cockpit, the colour schemes are attractive 
with a gwd selection of alternative 
markings.

Ilic box an shows the W prototype 
climbing away above the cloud*. Reading 
ihc box sides, it seems that both Aires and 
Eduard have contributed towards this kit. 
Let * open it and find out* Okay, we have 
one sprue of grey, limited-run plastic which 
is apparently a new tooling; a single, 
exceptionally fine, injection moulded 
canopy; an fcduard brass (ret and on Aires 
resin cockpit tub and seat.

Instructions 

These come in the form of a double sided, 
A3 sheet- One side explains construction in 
a series of exploded views with location 
arrows being fairly precise and detail 
painting being called out at each stage.

Overall an exceptional instruction sheet. 

Construction 

Deia fib I've a feeling I've been here before. 
Yes, we start with the cockpit interior, and a 
very nice one it is toa As previously stated 
the resin tub and scat arc by Aires and the 
etched detail is by fcduard. After cleaning 
the resin parts in detergent, they were 
separated from their blocks and tidied up. 
Only minimal tidying was necessary. The 
tub was then dry fitted to the upper 
fuselage half to test for fit. Wow!! It fits in 
plact exactly with no need for thinning the 
walls or trimming the resin. Most 
impressive. After painting in RLM 02, 
detailing with RLM 66* and highlighting 
with pale grey and sky, the cockpit sub- 
assembly was glued straight into place. The 
upper and lower fuselage halves were then 
fixed together. Minimal filler was required 
ai these joins. The tail assembly was then 
built and glued to the rear of the main 
fuselage. Quite a bit of filler was required 
here to fair the tail in as the join is pretty 
poor. At this stage you have to choose 
which option you wish to model. The VI 
and V2 prototypes are both unarmed and 
have a simple dolly for the undercarriage 
while the V6 prototype carries R4M 'Orkan 
rockets and utilizes a strengthened dolly. 
As thcV6 is slightly more interesting, this 
is the one I chose. The dolly on this version 
had to be dressed up with etched details. 
The R4M rockets and their rails were 
painted and assembled to be added later. 
After painting and dccalling the canopy 
was fitted in the open position, the dolly 
was attached and the rockets were glued 
into place. Finally, the wire pitot tube 



supplied in the kit was fitted. 
Accuracy 

Using 'German )et Genesis' by D. Masters, 
the kit scales out almost exactly to a length 
of 5.7m and a span of 9.3m. 

Colour Options 

Options arc given for three aircraft. The V I

Decals 

Very nice looking, covering the three

The Kit 

The kit comes in the usual Academy boi 
with a colourful piece of artwork on the 
lid. Inside are about 98 pieces on four grey 
injection moulded sprues plus another 5 
clear pieces. Two sprues are in cellophane 
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packaging and the other two arc packaged 
the same but have the clear sprue in with 
them. At least this way the transparencies 
are not rattling around loose like in most 
kits. The dccal sheet is also in a cellophane 
wrapper. The instructions comprise an 
eight-page A5 fold-out booklet with an 
additional double-sided A3 sheet for the 
two optional colour schemes. 

The sprues arc crisply moulded with no 
visible flash, and detail is engraved with 
some raised lines in places. 

Instructions 

The instructions arc in five languages and 
page 1 offers a history of the type. Pages 2 
io 7 are the 12-stage eipiodcd assembly 
diagrams, while page B is a numbered 
sprue map. Detail paint colours are given 
with some FS references. The loose 
doublc-sidcd sheet shows the painting and 
dccal guide. 

Construction 

Assembly starts with the cockpit rhar 



comprises the floor, detailed tandem 
ejection seats including the harness straps, 
joystick and instrument panels for which 
there arc five decals. The interior is Light 
Aircraft Grey with khaki seat cushions, red 
headrests and a Mail Black Joystick. I 
picked out the harness straps in Light 
Brown with Silver buckles. Once all this is 
done it goes into the fuselage pod, the two 
piece wing is attached and the machine 
gun pod and weapons hardpoim added. 
This was the only part that needed 
trimming to fit. 

The rest of the model goes together 
very well with only a little rubbing down 
to hide the joints. I did not need to use any 
filler, but the more fastidious might on the 
wing to- fuselage and Ihe fuselage *to- 
weapons pod joints.

An aircraft (welling fasiei 
than the speed ol sounds phenomenon 
never to be eiperienced in public in the 
future Several minute* later horror and 
tragedy strut k as the aircraft disintegrated 
in mid .nr. 

Undaunted by the catastrophe, the 
U into had won the heart of a young boy. A 
lew year* later when I started work, a 
priority was to two shillings ( top) each 
we efc lor six week* and buy three Frog 
'UHJIQ Twin let Naval lighter* kits. I 
quickly discovered it was a compromise 
based on the second prototype WA240 with 
a Mk iOX canopy. This staned me on the 
conversion trail and the first was completed 
at the di lated silver WG236< At the time 
XFR28, the Naval prototype, was flying, and 
this was the subject of my second kit. The 
third I still hasr unmade in its hnx. 
complete with amhiguous decals for \ I O* 
a serial never allocated to an airframe. 

Fifteen years were to pass. The Sea Vixen 
was phased out of service fill lowed by the 
re-release of the old Frog kit by Revell 
Elation quickly turned to disappointment. 
Then, as now, to build an acceptable replica 
one will need determination and 
patience. Why should this be? Made straight 
from the boi it cannot fail to resemhle a 
distinctive design. So it doe*. A* (or 
accuracy.it is a disaster. 



I lowever, litis is not Revel! \ fault, as the 
reissue has not been revised in any way and 
therefore rellecu all the errors in the 
original frog moulding*. From the early 
1950'* to 19JQ\ Frag model kits fdled an 
important niche in the modelling mark!, if 
lacking in accuracy in many coses. When 
Prog was on the verge of bankruptcy Revell 
siepped in and modellers have benefited 
from this actum ever aim*. Regardless of 
how bad this re-isAued kit is I commend 
Revell for their action. Not only has it 
removed yet another hi from the 
secondhand market, it aim provides 
modellers with the marvellous opportunity 
to practice skills no longer needed due to 
the high quality of many new plastic kjls. A 
worthy challenge to some, modelling Utopia 
lu modellers such as myself. 

The Kit 

This is contained inside a colourful box with 
dramatic artwork, but this hides a multitude 
of *in* for which the only treatment is 
dlMk plastic surgery*. The faults arc too 
numerous lu list and will be explained 
during nmtf ruction. 

Preparation 

A I -72nd scale plan is essential, but K 
WAKNUX Several years ago I purchased 
some plans from a highly respected aviation 
puhlkalton only to discover some were 
inaccurate. The Sea Vixen plans were useless 
and only fit for the bin, though I kept them 
Recently I was informed this service was 
taken over by another publisher, if they were 
not made aware of the erroneous plans they 
MAY Hill be for sale. 

I decided to put my trust in a copy of 
Warpaint Scries No.ll Sea Vixen which 
contains a scale plan. On opening pages H 
and 131 recoiled in horror, was this not the 
same as the erroneous plan? Hastily I 
grabbed ruler and calculator, giving a huge 
sigh of relief as ihc overall dimensions 
appeared to be correct An I am fortunate in 
having a personal association with this type 



of aircraft I could see the plan contained 
some inaccuracies. Hacking down the 
nearest Sea VbtO I made a hasty visit to the 
Midland Air Moseum,Bagington,Ckn*enUy. 
Han y |j:ne\lhe l uralur. extended Oiis 
M ranger warm hospitality on a dismal day 
Armed with photographs and correct 
information I felt ahle to make my seventh 
and most accurate Sea Vixen. 

As interred, there is much that needs 
doing and for clarity I list the work to be dune 
by component sections. Mm* the muddler, can 
decide in which order to proceed. 

Construction 

Finsi Score the cavities ol the fin halm and 
pack tightly with filler going part way into 
the booms. When set, sand flat so both 
halve* meet without flaps along the seams 
and cement together Add tiller to fin 
leading edges, wrapping around the .tides, 
and lips. Fill in joins, sink holes and rudder 
markings. Encase the het . at the bottom 
eitcnding filler an inch under the hoom. 
The tins arc way too fat and a 
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considerable amount of limC'Consuming 
sanding down will he required to achieve an 
airfoil **hape. This will resull ingoinc* 
through to the filler in the CAVitk* Qeck 
thickness with the plan and refer to photo*. 

Having achieved the desired thicXnm. 
make a template ul the fin. marking the 
shape and form, which should slightlv 
increase the fin area* 

At the attftne bottom. 'the hcelV is in 
fact a tresticilishing point. The pkin shape 
is wrong and took* aji if it wih copied from 
the kit to help shape this correctly reler to 
the photo accompanying this article, but

Drastic 
sanding down Is required, especially from 
the intake leading edge a*arward l>ooe 
correctly the lining wij show through 
forming a lengthened '!>' shape* This should 
also cause the wing root against the inner 
pintoo tank to he level with the mamptaiie 
oo Ihe other side* The intake biding edge 
thickness having been redoced can now be 
rounded* Tlic lowr intake edges will also 
need llimning before rounding. 



On the starboard side is the observer's 
port Aa well a.s heing slightly too small il 
is not forward enough. Take a tracing from 
the plan and trace in the new position and 
cut out* The port can he replaced with 
clear plastic* When cementing m position 
leave H proud. 

Before joining the fuselage halves I leave 
it to you. the modeller, to determine the 
level of cockpit detail, One thing is for sure* 
the kit seat is nol a mmiaturc Martin llaker 
Mk $ ejection scat. Over to you! 

Having detaded your cockpit, add to the 
bottom fuselage half a semicircle of card 
lo form a complete forward bulkhead 
Place fillrr into the cavities of the lower 
pinion tank fronts. Cement together 
fuselage halves. 

Kemove Ihe arrester housing separating 
ihe tail pipes and keep* Sand the cut flat 
then hullst up layers of plastic card 
extending the rear by 4mm*

Hor the in exhausts i used a 9mm

The arresier homing joins must be 
eliminated* It could aUo do wilh ihinning at 
the hack end and lengthening hy 20 Ihou 
Ccmenl the houAinsi to a pin e ol canl and 
fashion lo shape using the photo as a guide.

Much to my astonishment I discovered I 
was the piuud owner of a 9mm drill bit 
which saved having lo girugc oui and file Ihe 
exhaust porU.Thr fit wa> perfect* I ell to 
prut rude by I Attn the exhaust pipes were 
filed in position with supergluc- 

Attention now turns to the fuselage top. 
This Poxy Lady was endowed with some 
subtle femmine curves that Ihe moold 
maker missed* Pencil in the shape of the 
engine housings. Pare away ciecss plastic 
with a sharp knife starling at the intake 
shnulsler». slowly dirking rearward lothe

Don't worry 
about taking off too much filler as this ca-t 
be replaced to rectify errors. Remember, as 
the fuselage tapers otf to the |et exhausts the 
top conlours are similar lo ihe undrnidt 
Seemingly ihe only accurate part of ihe 
whole kit On the underside of the nose, 
either side of the nose wheel undercarriage 
well, are two Wis ten which are loo bulbous 
and narrow* Remove them.

Thi* i.* what needs lo be 
achieved when sanding l.i*rthc fins one's 
actions have to he drastic and the photos 
supporting this article are there lo help. 

Rooms; join the tail and fuselage section* 
togrthff. TlM extensions on (he boom* will 
allow for a 4nmi gap lhal has lo he filled. 
Check lost by placing the section on ihe 
plan and make adiuMmcols if needed to 
ensurv enrnxt length, Equally important is 
obtaining ihe COHM angle, 

While the join was jetting I chose to 
make a template of ihe boom shapc.apci to 
fin, from Ihe plan and it proved ui be a 
valuable guide, filling the gap al the joint 
build up filler along the bonms forward, 
partially overlapping Ihe side* and 
completely covcrmg the points al the front. 
When its set, sand ihe sides llat, mark out 
the template to aci as your guide and 
proceed to shape noting the subtlety of (he 
curves, fhc forward sections of the booms 
become the pinion tanks. When sanding uic 
upward sweep of (he underside the filler in 
ihe cavities will show. II is also wurlh noting 
that viewing the pinion lank from the Iron:, 
it is egg-shaped so the sides of the :>ooms 
are not llat. Pone correctly this can enhance 
the overall view ol the finished model, 
adding to its bulky appearance* 

Wings: Squared leading edges? The 
wings in my kit had them, and likr the fins 
hey were too fat, Pul them on ihe plan and 
you will see they art loo small. Cement the 
wing halves logdhcr and rvmove all 
protrusions. The undersides will reqmnr 
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oinsidcrahlc sanding dotvn fur the surfaces 
lo blend 1 his done, key Ihi Ic.ul ngctfecs 
and apply pleniy of filler wrapping round 
upper and lower surfaces including wing 
lips, Sand llai when sci. Make a template of 
ihe wiii? using thin c^rd or plastic and 
mark it ui. Carefully sand lo shape 
occasionally checAing wiih the plar to 
pKVm tvmoving loo m jch rdJcr. Having 
increased uie wing area (he leading edge's 
can be correctly shaped. I elected lo fill in 
aileron markings and scrihe in WW ones. 
Care is needed due lo the bnlllcness of 
some fillers, 

fhe starboard wing on my kil seemed a 
little misaligned anc I believe -Jiis to be 
general, it ■< simple enough lo corivci 
hclbrealtaching, 

tnstnr ihe wing bulling surfaces are )lal f 
and crmenl ir.lo position.Tnifi will tcsult in 
the trailing edge tn the bQMU being 
incomplete. Filler or pbstic card can be 
used to complex it. Another addition is lo 
extend the fdiets between ihe booms and 
the Jet ekhausls. Use plastic canj for This. 

With the wing* cemented firmly into 
place blend ihe Mo outfaces together 
adding fdler where necessary to achics'c a 
good finish. Sa;be in ailerons an^ilaps, 
<!cment into place the inner uudervarriJtic 
doors and Ihe mam nosewhed door. 

Canopy and Fairing: The canopy in my 
kit wa* far too 3ig (0 fil the fairing, so it U 
lotally useless, Knuw ng this befure I 
iUrled, I seni olTio hnal Touch Product* 
for four vacformcd rtplacrmenis. I :nuM 
confess my Ihree aitcmpts al vadnrm 
modelling were disastrous, Coincideotally 
my three attempts to uic (he (hin v&cform 
canopies proved equally disoitrous, 
ltirtuna(ely I have several unmade Novo 
Viieri bits so 1 robbec one of ils canopy 
They ivcrc all a altlc smoky ^>ul ihe fit was 
good As lor accuracy,., well! Compare ihe 
kit fairing wiih the photo supporuog this 
article. What more need I say? The problem 
i.i the fuselage ts too round, hence the deep 
side on the kit component resulting in a 
sleep rake al ihe front To ovetcome some of 
this I pared oul ihe fairing lor the canopy to 
si( sleeper in it. The *trjt on :he right ivas 
reduced tn a sliver. Csing l(umbt\)l model 
filler t gradually built up layers along ihe left 
side and ow ihe frool, ,V1y intention svas to 
give the fairing a fatter look. Unl Jtc the 
plao.the fainngii not pointed al thefron^ If 
anything It had a squarish, look with 
rounded comers and I attempted lo 
duplicate ;liis wnich also mean: reducing 
Ihe deep side and giving il a bevel The 
finished item louked more convincing \i nm 
tntally accural.

Painting: With so much having been 
dune I suggest giving the mode; a coat ol 
primer to reveal any Imperfections and 
amending to thcm>

brr since I heard that Classii Airframes 
Heq to release the Whirlwind in IMKih scale I 
was keen to get my hand* on one at these kits, 
and even more so when I heard that dement* 
of the superb Cooper Ueuib 
vacfontlcd/miwd media kit were to he 
included in this more 'mainstream' release. My 
main reference tor this project was the article 
by Richard Loruana in the lebruary I W? 
isiue of Scale Aviation Modeller International, 
hut in addition to thi* I referred to the new 
'British WirpUm of Nbrid War 1 1 published 
by Acroflpacc.and other titles. 

Exploring the tdl 

Classic Airframes' kit tia* an unusually high 
mi tuber of resin pans and a quantity of white 
metal in addition to the usual injection 
moulded plastic and photo-etched brass. In all 
;herc are 32 injection moulded parts lormcd 
from a slightly brittle-looking pale gray 
plastic.four white mciol earnings, 52 putts cast 
from a distinctly Lasteru fcuiupean grevnish 
resin (They are made by CMK - Ed), and 2«J 
pieces on a single photo-etched sheet. The kit 
is completed wiih a pair of vac -formed 
canopies and a very neat deca! sheet 
coniplemented by* a lull-colour painting and 
marking* sheet. 

The surface derail on the injection 
moulded parb is, as ■ ■ Iways lor Qassii 
Airframes, superbly restrained and ideally 
suited to the reproduction of constructional 
panelling, less so for those parts of the 
airframe that were movable or removable. 
The smallest resin parts are cast on a backing 
lilm rather than casting blocks, while the 
white metal parts are left loose in a small 
plastic hag.

Adding the wing

First I added the centre section taking 
panxular care to ^tet die ioins accurate, then

when this was dry I aikled the upper wing 
panels. *My priority here was to gri the pond 
lines (which induded the ailerons and the 
aiw ling fairing) properly lined up. which 
meant dial a noliceable amount had to be 
carved Irom the root section of the upper 
wing panel, and to make sure the mating 
surfaces of the )oins met properly. 

before the wing was assembled I used the 
P-Cutter lo cut out die radial or (laps and filed 
oul Ute intake in the leading edgp to 1U correct 
siic. Tne radiator itself is an etched brass item 
and has to be tutied to shape, hot mue again 
there art no accurate guides to its positioning 
After a little head-scratching I came up with 
the iollowing approach: after folding the 
radiator parts to shape I used five-minute 
cpoxy to fix them to the lower wing just alt of 
their approximate puutinn, then before the 
cpoiy had any time to cure I titled the upper 
wing panels m place with liquid cement and 
quickly taped the leading edge together. As Td 
cut out the rada lor flaps it wjj easy to use a 
broad strip ol iairly substantial plastic card to 
push the radiator fonvard Into position, well 
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within the fivc-minutc 'window' allowed by 
the cpcny. ( If I hadnt opciwd up the radiator 
flaps, then I'd have amply not glued together 
the trailing edge until the radiator had been 



New radiator flaps were oil from 10 thou 
plastic card using dividers to measure the 
opening in the wing, and the same material 
was used to reproduce the 'screens' to each 
side of the flap. 

When it came to adding the lower forts of 



the ouler wing panels I found a gap of more 
than a millimetre between the centre section 
and the ouler parts, along the dihedral break I 
used an epoxy filler here to give the wing as 
much structural strength as possible, then 
moved on to the one-piece tailplane moulding. 
After a little <leaning up I was faced with the 
problem of exactly which way up it was 
supposed to fit for there's a distinct dihedral 
break' visible in the leading edge. This isn't 
shown on Richard taruana's drawing and 



alter some reference to photos I decided to lit 
my tuilplanc with an 'inverted gull wing* set- 
up, constantly referring to the wing to gel the 
alignment right. Finally the engine nacelles 
were added and once again there are no 
alignment aids, so it\ up to the builder to 
align the nacelles correctly wilh Ihe detail on 
the wings. 

Killer was then applied to those joins that 
needed it. and I'm glad to say that the 
Whirlwind didn't need a kx of filler but it did 



require two fill-and-sand sessions to get the

Summary 

A ■■:rv good elTnn fmm Oasuc Airframes. 
These kits aren'i aimed at the 'shake the boV 
modeller but can be safely appn»ached by any 
competent 'box .shaker* who wants to move 
skjtbtly outside Ihe security uf the oriental 
injection moulded masterpiece. I'd suggest 
these kits are much like the highest quality 
i mud media vac-forms hut with the major 
pans moulded on a sprue . which reduces the 
workluad cnmmuusly. 

I like this Whirlwind. According to the 
drawings by Richard Caruana its spot on in 
dimension and shape lesrn though the nose is 
far too short in the side view it s right in the 
plan view) and it looks right. Classic 
Airframes approach is a lot less daunting than 
the super h vac- (mm kil from t_uoper Details, 
even thuugh it doesn'l have quite the same 
level of detail and accuracy, and this kit lias 
therdbrc broughl the Tiikey within the grasp 
or mam 1 more modeller*.

The export version, the T Mk 55, was 
bawd on the F Mk SOT Mk 6 and served 
with both the Royal Saodi and Kuwaiti Air 
Forvcs.ThcT Mk 55 was a luxury that Ihe 
RAF could not afford, *o ihey therefore 
soldicrrd on with the T Mk 5, in support ot 
the F Mk o right up until ihc bitter end! 

As with ihc single scaler lightnings* the 
early T*Birds received equally colourful 
markings, normally featuring the MOM 
gaudy scheme*, with additional 2V yclluw 
"T Hands' (Trainer Bands! around the wings 
and reai fuselage, although some of No, 226 
OCU/145 (Shadow ) Squadron* T Mk 5* had 
their*, briefly, in day-glo orange. 

It is of course well documented lhat the 
hierarchy were none too pleased with these 
highly colourful war machines, so from 
1966 onwards such schemes became a thing 



of ihc past. 

Nose marking* generally remained 
unaltered, hut the highly colourful tails and 
fint Inst their paint schemes, with unit 
markings greatly reduced in si/e 

T Mk 4s serving with RAF Germany's 
Nos, 3 9 and 92 Squadrons, received a Hark 
Gnren 'overcoat* on iheir upper surfaces in 
the early 1 970V The T Mk 5s wiih Nos, 5 A 
1 1 Sqns., and the LTF had their upper 
surfaces camooflaged, from 1975ft onward* 
in Dark Sea Grey and Park Green. 
Eventually the T Mk 5s sldl remaining at 
Binbrook in the IWOs received the toned 
down AiMupcnoiily thrcc-grey scheme. 

Lightning T-BIrd kits 

Over the years their have been a few 
attempts ai portraying the Lightning two- 
seaters in I J? 2nd scale. Apart from one 
injection moulded kit, Matchbox s T Mk 55, 
all have been conversions, uHingAirfu's 
antiquated Kla/I- J as the basis. The best of 
these has undoubtedly been Aeroclub* 
T Mk 4/T Mk 9 vac -formed fusclagc.as this 
is probably the most accurate Lightning 
fuselage in this scale. Other conversion sew 
have been iitducd by Akmodd and Flying 
High (or whatever ihey were/are called at 
ihe lime! j.lhcrc was also a conversion set 
designed by Modcldccal which as far as I 
am aware, never saw ihc light of day, despite 
there being an article in a very ancient Scale 
Airuali Modeller magazine. 

In ihe larger. W48lh scale, Aeiociub 
released iheir T Mk 4/T Mk 5 mixed-media 



kit, which followed the same formal as their 
single-seater kits, This has now tven 
superseded by their conversion *et, in 
limited run injection moulded plastic and 
white metal 

Filhcr the I Mk 4 or I Mk 5 can be nude 
usingAirfixsF,IM:iaJR2/F.Jkit: 
alternatively an export T Mk 53 can be built 
using the RZa/F.6, 1 had already built 
Acmduh's mucd-mcdia kit, as a T Mk 5. but 
was not very happy with Ihe end result This

Construction 

Construction commenced in time* 
honoured fashion with the cockpit. 

Aemcluh's scl consists of a two-piece 
cockpit tub, two nose halves incorporating 
the fuselage "hump" in limited run injection 
moulded plastic with white metal detail 
Hie later material is used for the 
instrument panel, side wall panels, control 
columns, ejection seats and radar scopes 

Although metal ejection scats arc 
supplied and even though they may latk 
the finesse of the resin examples, they can 
be greatly enhanced by the use of 
harnesses and webbing> They also add 
some more all important note-weight, 
although due to the weight of the mcla! 
nose ring in this set. they were not urgently 
required. I have stored the metal scats away 



salely and will use them accordingly in 
future. For this conversion I decided to use 
a couple of Airfix seats suitably detailed, 
one from the kit itself and one from ihe 
spares bflK, Airwaves resin teals would 
have been my preferred option, as all you 
have to do is paint them! but the 
manufacturer was unfortunately out of 
stuck al the lime of building. 

The rear bulkhead benefits from name 
extra detail, and this was added irom heal 
stretched sprue, thin fuse wire and plastic 
rod, using Mark Attrill's ciccllcnt photos. 
It would appear that the T Mk 4 and 
T Mk 3 (and I Mk W, I assume) cockpit* 
differed, and as far a* I can ascertain 
Aerodubs conversion depicts Ihe T Mk 5. 
Mine was built a* supplied though, 
because the only internal reference* 
available were for a 1 Mk 5* su t can't 
profess that it's that accurate! 

Fuselage 

As I said earlier, ibis conversion is about as 
cajy to use as possible? Aerodub's parts are 
a near perfect match to Airfu's fuselage, 
although care was required when removing 
the portion oi spine to accommodate the 
larger I ■ bird \ hump Vet y little filler was 
nqOfod hen?, just a smear along the 
hump/ fuselage join. Acrorluhs plastic 
features recessed panel line*, which don'l 
quite match the finesse of Ainu's parts. 
This is of course due to the pmeessc* 
involved in manufacturing limited run 
types, so I carefully re-senhed the panel 
lines* which did help. 

It was a straight forward task to remove 
the nose from Airtli's fuselage. Aeroclub 
describe ihe exact location where this nit U 
to be made, although some additional 
plaMic required removal from ihe inner 
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nms oi ihe Airfix fuselage to ensure a snug 
Itfj The cockpit tub was added along with 
the intake uunking and the two halves 
joined Hie while metal intake nog also 
required ihe icmoval ui a fair amount of 
material to enable it to fit. This was easily 
sanded down to ensure a (lush ;oin. 

Wings 

AirlU s wings require a great amount of 
TI.C to whip :hem into shape. I described 
In greater detail how I managed a 
reasonable result In part one. but (or the 
benefit of readers that nave not read this, ot 
the five Airlix Lightnings I've now made* 
not one pair of wings have fitted together 
painlessly*. I've had to resort madding 
plastic card tabs to the lower wing sections 
to aid alignment* and generally hash ihetri 
Into an acceptable shape* 

Olhcr Airframe additions 

The airbrakes an separate and there is the 
option to portray these open, despite the 



fad thai Ihey were very seldom seen open 
when I he airuaft was parkrd. I therefore 
decided to leave mine open, to add a dash o; 
colour, with the silver hay visible under ihe 
a;arjv*i:ow air-brake. 

Stares

Into Combat 

First deliveries of the Kfir in April 1975 went 
to the First Fighter Squadron* traditionally 
always first with new equipment in the IAK 
identified by their red/white striped rodders 
and skull marking on the fin. These were 
followed by the Hornet Squadron in IVtaruary 
of the following year with the Valley Squadron 
being similarly equipped that same year 
During the first three years of operations, 
these units concentrated on exploiting the new 
aircraft's potential to its limits. The first true 
operation with the Kfir was launched on 
November 9. 1977 when four to six aircraft 
from several squadrons attacked eight tarypts 
in terrorist bases in Lebanon. 
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During Operation Litani in 197Mhe Ktirs 
proved exceptional in their ground support 
while also flying independc 
against PLO targets, Thei 
ground attack was described by Kfir pilots as 
being better than that of the A-4 Skyhawk and 
its performance was claimed to be on a par 
with that of the T-4 Phantom. This meant that 
the Kfir was assigned the harder airto-ground 
tasks while the more agile F-15 baglcs took 
care of any fighter opposition higher up. In 
bct.on June 27. 1979 during an operation 
over the notorious PLO stronghoxi near 
Nabatm four Syrian MiGs were shot down by 
the F- 1 5s in 45 seconds while Kfir N* 874 got 
its share by downing another MiG-ZIMK 
using a Python 111 IRAAM; this was to remain 
the only air-to-air kill lor the Kfir: 

By the time of the Kfirs C2 service debut 
with the first Fighter Squadron, its pinpoint 
accuracy Ln delivering its weapons, together 
with a proven record of rdiahdity and its 
ability to absorb combat damage, made it the 
mo« deadly weapon within the IAF\ 
inventory against difficult ground targets. 
During the 1982 Lebanon war for example, it 
was quite common lor a targrt to be wiped out 
by the first Kfir to pass over it, leaving nothing 
else for the rest of the four- or six-airaaft 
section to attack Another important role for 
the Kfir during this aintlkt was that ot Close 
Air Support (CASK patrolling in pairs over 
advancing iand columns striking targets as 
die>- were identified Though some of these 
targets proved diflkuh to find a high 
proportion were hit with curcmdy high 
precision. By 1 983, the final version ol the Kfir, 
the C?,saw its debut with the Arava Guardians 
Squadron, shedding the Ghost Grays applied 
in previous aircraft and donning an F* 16 type 
of three-tone upper surface scheme. 

Though not strictly within the scope of this 
fearurca bncf mention of export Kfirs would 
be useM Surviving Kfirs C I were leased for a 
period of two wars to the US Marine Corps 
(13) and US Navy f 12) under the designation 
F-21 A for use as aggressors* the first three 
aircraft being handed over in September 1984. 
The Kfir was tbund to have characteristics 
wry close to the MiG-21 <md -23. Ecuador had 
meanwhile received 1 2 Kfirs C2 and two TC2s 
staring from 1982 forming N° 2 1 13 Squadron 
whileCohimbiareceivedafurther 12C2sand 
apairofTC2sin 198fre»>fwmuigN« 213 
Squadron. Final Kfir exports went to Sri Lanka 
in 1996, in the shape of six C2sandoneTC2. 

In typical Israeli Air Force fashion, the Kfir 
and its capabilities remained shrouded in 
mystery fora very long lime What was 
probably conceived as a*panic fghter turned 
out to be more than a crexiil to those who 
conceived and developed it, not so mention the 
pilow who continually [lev it under severe 
combat conditions, Its reported tow attrition 
and combat lossc* speak louder in its favour 
than anything else. IAI test pilot Assaf Ben 
Nun who flew* tested the Kfir and also flew it 
in combat had this to say about its weapons 
delivery: "Wherever you put the pipped that's 
where you hit"* No combal pilot can ask for 
more! 
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Every lime I revisit one of these old 
Alrfix k lift I am overwhelmed by 
wave* of nostalgia for the horrid 
messes I mode of them in my childhood, 
and seeing the old familiar ariwork with 
new' plastered all over il only adds to my 
Amusement.
